" gagement, againſt our neighbour Nation of Exzland, with whom Wee are joyned 
*CAf in Covenant,and the feartull de{olation that is likelie furtherto come upon it, by the 
return ofa part of that Armie which invaded Fxzland, And after ſeverall debates 
and conferences with your Lordſhips, theſe ſeverall dayes by paſt,both by word and 
writing, Weedo find the ſtate of the the difference betwixr your Lordſhips and us 
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to be aoreed on. 


I. That for eaſing the Burdens of the Kingdome,and to prevent tamine and deſolation, all forces on both ſides whi- 
ther in the field or in the Gariſons of Berwick and Carlilc, or the Gariſons within the Kingdome be disbandedtberwixt 


the 25th: day of chis inſtant moneth of September. 


LI. Thatthe ſecureing and ſerling of Religion at home, and the promoteing the work of Reformation abroad in 
England and Treland, bs referred to the determination ofthe Generall Aſſemblie or their Commiſſioners, and thar all 
Civill queſtions and differences whatſoever be referred to the determination of a Parliament to be ſpeedilie called. 


III. Toprevent the imminent dangers to Religion and a quarrell with our neighbour Nation in the mean time, 
un til} the meeting ofa Parliament ( which cannot be done without a Treatie betwixt the Kingdomes )That all of 
your number who have been employed in publick place or truſt, ſhall forbear the exerciſe thereof, and not come to 
the Committee of Eſtates, to the end there may be a Committee of Eſtates conſiſting of ſuch members as are tree of 
the late engagement, & againſt whom Fngland may not have this exception, Thar ſuch have the manageing ofthe 
affairs of this Kingdome as they eſteem their Enemies, and with whom they cannot treat. And it your Lordſh'ps 
ſhall out of love to this almoſt ruined Kingdome yeild to thoſe our juſt defires, Weeare verie confident that the peace 
this Kinedome ſhall be ſerled, the union berwixt the Kingdomes continued, and all quarrells prevented.
